Mr. Charles Wilkins, Fishery Overseer, who 
has just returned from a trip, in company with 
Mr. Wilmot of the Newcastle Hatchery, to 
the lakes in the northern part.of the county 
of Hastings, for the purpose of stocking them 
with young salmon trout, kindly gives infor- 
mation as follows: The following named 
lakes were stooked, viz., Cole, Long, L’Amable, 
Rook, Wolf, Riddley, Eagle and Trout. The 
trip was a great success and they obtained cer. 
tificates from the settlers that the salmon fry 
were all placed in the lakes. The settlers are 
all well pleased with the Government’s action 
in stocking these lakes, and gave testimonials 
that fish planted in North Hastings three 
years ago are still beingcanght.

¥ Asannounced in our last iseue, the 
High School Board has requested the 
Village Council to submit a by-law to 
be voted upon by the ratepayers of the 
village, granting the sum of $8,000 for 
the purpose of erecting and equiping a 
new High Schoo! building. The Board 
has acted wisely, in our opinion, in thus 
deciding for a popular vote on such an 
important matter as this, and, whatever 
* the result, it will be infinately more 
satisfactory to have the voice of the 
people backing their future actions. It 
* js true they have acted so far in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the public as 
unanimously expressed at the public 
meeting in February last, but it is well 
known that “public opinion” is a fickle 
jade, and the most popular public citizen 
to-day may be the most unreasonably 
abused person to-morrow. A majority 
vete cannot be thus swayed or influencd, 
and the success or failure of the under- 
taking cannot be laid at any individual's 
charge. We have no fear but they will 
‘bé backed up by a large majority of our 
citizens, and that in a short time a 
flourishing and succdssful High School 
in Madoc will be the result. ‘The Board 
‘will fix the date for voting, when the 
Council will at once have the By-law 

published acccrding to law. 

We regret the resignation of Mr. 
Thos. Cross from the Board, but will not 
presume to question his action in so 
doing. The Board, however, in losing 
his services will’ miss one of their best 
and most earnest workers—one of the 
most disinterested workers in any cause 
that will advance the prospects or pros- 
perity of the village. 

The question of the site for the school 
will also be left to the choice of thd 
ratepayers.. The selecting of the site has 
been the cause of much of tho delay on 
the part of the Board, and as they are 
apparently yet undecided, it is perhaps 
just as well that the selection be made 
also by the public, who are the most in- 

terested. We understand two sites will 
be put up, that on the Seymour property 
‘on Elgin street,-east of the Model 
School, and a site on the Russel estate, 
on Wellington street.

milk sent by him to the factory, The milk, 
as sent to the factory, was tested with the 
cream guage and other test, and found to be 
at least one half deficient in cream. Mr. 
Whitton, on this, went to see the patron’s 
cows milked in the evening, took a sample of 
the milk from the cow, and found it to show 
twice as much cream and butter fat as the 
milk sent to the factory by the same party on 
the morning of that day had shown. The 
summons was then issned, and the party at 
first stoutly denied the charge, but before ap- 
pearing in court admitted his, guilt. He 
settled the matter by paying $20 and costa— 
$32.95 in all. Let this bea warning to others 
who are roguishly inclined. The tests which 
are now used are infallible, and cannot. be 
evaded.

Mr. Kavanagh thought there should be an 
investigation, He did not ask for it on his 
own account, but upon inatractions from his 
Township Council. 

Mr, Ross thought there should be an in- 
vestigation, if for no other purpose than to set 
the Inspector right. 

Mr. Mackintosh had no objecticn to the 
personnel of the committee. What he de- 
sired was ‘a committee with power to compel 
attendance, and take evidence under oath. 
The Minister of Education was the only one 
to appoint such a commission. 

Mr. Thompson and Mr. McLaren th ought 
that if the proposed committee did not have 
power to secure a full investigation, 1t had 
best not be appointed.

A new method of paying postmasters is 
aleo to be introduced. After the let of July 
the postmaster wil! no longer retain hisealary 
out ot the receipts from the sale of postage 
stamps ; his salary, etc., will be paid to him 
direct from the department. This will be 
done by a “ warrant” issued quarterly. in 
the postmaster’s favor and payable at any 
— officein Canada, The warrant, 
after g receipted and stamped, may also 
be used instead of cash as a remittance to 
the nearest city office in purchase of postage 
stamps. Postmasters, however, now ren- 
derlng monthly accounts wil! be paid month- 
ly after July 1. 

It is expected that these changes will facil- 
itate the work offthe department. 


The Democratic Nominees. 


Grover Cleveland, who is to be the eighth 
American re chosen by his fellow-citizens,to 
the chicf honor in their gift, began life un- 
der fairly good conditions, but without ad- 
ventitions help to advancement. His mother 
was the daughter of an Irish bookseller, 
His father wasa fing hectare minister. Of 
this puretee he was born in Cardwell, N. 
J., March 18, 1837. He received only a 
country school education, and at 14 years 
old it was necessary that he should add his 
mite to the family income. He was a clerk 


in a country store for $50 a. year, but his | sci 


father’s death, leaving a widow and nine 
childrep, broke up the family and set the 
17-year-old boy vfloatin the world. In 
1853 he assisted his brother to teach the 
blind at the institution on Thirty-third 
street in this city. A friend then offered to 
send him to vollege, but he prifsrred _ be- 

‘the study of law directly. His uncle, 

F, Allen, of Buffalo, helped him to enter 
the office of Rogers & Bowen, of Buffalo, 
where he omg rs ie Heese cae his 
prosperity ady un, an at, 
without wealth, he lacked for nothing, suffi- 
ciently appears from the fact that he always 
had something to spare tor his mother and 
sisters and steadily contributed to their sup- 


Grover Cleveland's first office was that of 
Assistant District Attorney for Erie County 
for three years from 1853. He was nominat- 


ed for District Attorney, but was defeated by 
Lyman K. Bass, He declined thie offer of an 
Assistant United States District coe gig 
ship, and in 1870 was elected sheriff. He 
wanted the income of an office to increase 
his means, and its leisure for stady. He 
realized his expectations in these respects, 
and, instead of: becoming a commonplace 
sheriff, he developed into a thriving coun- 
sellor at-law. Thus in 1881 he was equal to 
accepting his party’s nomination for mayor, 
and he was elected by the largest majorit 
ever known in the history of Buffalo. He 
at once put in practice ‘ere hrased at 
a later period, viz, :-—*‘ t public office is 
a trust,” and that public affairs should be 
administered on the principle of private 
business, His mayoralty attracted attention 
and approval beyond the. bounds of Buffalo, 
and thus he ran for Governor in 1882, and 
was elected by a plurality of 192,854. In 
this conspicuous office he maintained his 
ee for modest efficiency, honesty and 
independence, conducting himself with o 
sole regard for the public good, careless of 
the effect upon his personal fortunes. His 
henomenal majority and his evident capa- 
city for high office commanded for him the 
nomination for President in 1854. Since 
then his life has been before the eye of the 
nation, and needa no rehearsal, now that his

cooks their food is dug in their own mines 
and is burned in stoves cast ip their own 
foundry, from iron smelted in their own 
furnaces, from ore found in abundance on 
their own lands. The clothing that covers 
them is made by their own tailors, from 
cloth woven in their own ‘nill from woo! 
sheared from their own sheep. The beer 
they drink is brewed in their own brewery, 
from malt made by their own malts 
ters and hops grown on their own lands. 
All manutactaring in Zoar is done by 
water er, Steam is scarcely used at all. 
The rawas River, by means of dams, 
is made to flow with suffisient swiftness and 
volame to supply thirty or forty horse: 
wer to each of the Zsrite manufactories. 
early all the machinery used was made 
in Zoar by Zoarite mechanics. One of their 
principal products is flour, of which, afcer 
aupplying their own wante, they ship large 
quantities to Pittaburg, Cleveland, Wash- 
ington and Baltimore, One of the chief 
places of interest in Zoar is the great collec- 
1on of immense barns, in which the milk 
cattle are kept. A considerable portion of 
the Zoarites’ wealth is invested in their 
live stock, and they have devoted much at- 
tention to determining what are really the 
best breeds. They have experimented 
largely with the Holstein, the Jersey, the 
Alderney and the Durham, and are now in. 
clined to favour the last named, though all 
four varieties are well represented in their 
herds. Every sanitary and convenient de- 
vice that modern ingenuity has been able 
to saggest is utilized in the construction 
of these cow stables, The stalls extend in 
long rows on either side of a broad aisle, 
nid: the conditions for light and ventilation 
are of the most favourable kind, Already 
the cows are out at pasture, and it is a rare 
sight to see the mild-faced, patient creatures 
come filing in at eventide in a —

These names show 
that there is a trace of the romantic in the 
minds of the young women of Zoar, the bo- 
vines rejoicing in such fanciful appellations 
as Lily, Maud, Ethel, eto. 

Another place in which to see the Zoarite 
young woman to advan is the bakery, 
where all the bread and pies for the entire 
commanity are baked fresh every morning. 
From 75 to 100 loaves comprise the average 
daily consumption of the town. The baking 
is done by men, but each household sends its 
young women to the bakery to procure its 
supply of daily bread, and o it home 
wrapped in « large, spotless white cloth 
which each damsel carries with her. 

Besides these quaint processions of young 
women to the cow stables and the bakery, 
there is another similar one to be seen in 
Zoar on every pleasant day. That is a pro, 
cession of girle, ranging from 8 to 13 years- 
drawing in an old-fashioned baby carriage a 
younger brother or sister for an airing. As 
all property in Zoar is held in common, so 
the Zoerities share equally and participate 
together in all their pleasures and duties. 
Thus even the babies ot the society are 
“airea” simultaneously in along drawn-out 
procession. 


For the pleasure of the members of the so- 
ciety and their visitors, a public garden and 
|} greenhonse are maintained in Zoar. Both 
are of considerable extent, and would be 
highly creditable to any large city. The 
garden is tastefully laid out, and contains 
some ncble trees and elegant shrubbery. A 
large and delightfully cool arbour in the 
centre is entirely concealed by the latter. 
The greenhouse boasts a fine collection of 
choice plants and flowers. There is no pro 
hibitory ‘* No admittance”, or ‘‘ Hands off” 
on anything, and everyone is free to enter 
at all times and roam about at will. From 
the garden and greenhouse it is but a few 
steps to the picnic ground, a» grove of grand 
old forest trees, in which the Zoarites have 
laced swings and a covered dancing plat- 
orm for the enjoyment of their yoanger 
visitors, who, in summer time, co:ne in large 
numbers from surrounding cities and towns, 
as well aa from the adjacent country and 
picnic here on two or three days of almost 

every weeks,

The Druggist's Coloured Jars. 


While « reporter was talking with « 
cregues the other evening a little fellow, 
clad in a blue suit, entered and bought a 
postage stamp. After getting tue stamp he 
said—* Say, mister, what do you put in 
them big jarsin the window!’ ‘Colored 
water,” replied the druggist, smiling, and 
when the little fellow had gone he added 
— ‘Every now and then some little child 
asks us about those.globes.” *' Well, I am 
curious myself, What is the full receipt?” 
said the reporter, “Those used by the 
better class of druggists,” replied the drug 
gist,” “are, in reality, composed of mix- 
tures of chemicals. Some use bottles of 
coloured glass filled with water, but these 
do not /reflect the light fromthe gas jets as 
the cltemiedis do. For red, the most 
common ofall, we mix iodine and iodide 
of potassium “with water. Some add alco- 
hol to prevent freezing. Blue is formed 
by a mixture of sulphate of copper, common. 
ly called blue vitriol, and water of ammonia. 
Plain bi.chromate of potash in water forms 
the yellow colouring, and green is made by 
a mixture of the blue and yellow, or else 
from nickel dissolved in nitric acid. A 
peony crimson colour may be made by com- 

ing alkanet root and oil of turpentine, and 
lilac is the result of a mixture of crade oxide 
of cobalt and nitric acid. Royal parple, one 
of the window colours, is by dissolving 
logwood or cochineal in ammonia or sulphate 
of indigo. Pink is nitrate of cobalt and 
setquicarbonate of ammonia, and amber is 
formed of one ros of dragon's blood and four 
oil of vitriol, filtered and mixed with water.

Trenton’s New Post Office. 


The Corner Stone Laid on Friday Last. 
A large number of people assembled in 
Trenton on Friday last to witness the laying 
of the corner stone, by Sir Hector Langevin 
and Hon. Mackenzie Bowell, of the new 
public building to be erected there. The 
town wore its Sunday clothes, and the entire 
‘pepulation was out in recognition of the 
occasion. The streets were gayly decked 
with flags, arches and evergreens. 

At 1 p.m. a mammoth trades procession: 
was formed on the market square and started 
over a route about two miles long. The pro- 

_ eesion presented a panorama of the industries 
of thy place irf'a manner that impressed upon 
the minds of the assembled thousanils the\ 
importance and extent of the town’s irter- 
eats, The exhibits of Mr. Weddell and the 
Gilmour Co, were perfect. Their industries 
were represented from the first stages of the 
work, followed through the grades and shown 
in the completed state. Mr. Gilmour's in- 
dustry alone represented employment for 68 
horses and 480 men. 

Immediately after the procession the honor- 
able gentlemen appeared at the government 
building, where a large covered platform sar- 
rovaded the cornerstone, Refore proceeding 
with the ceremony, Mayor Morrison presented 
anumber of ladies and gentlemen to Sir 
Hector and Hon. M. Bowell. 

Vouncillor J.P. O'Rourke then read an 
address to the honorable gentlemen, after 
which Nellie Cumming, « pretty little miss 
of six summers, stepped to the front and pre- 
sented Sir Hector with a case containing a 
silver trowel, inscribed:  ~
